BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 
REPORT  FOR  1985 

The  Year  1985  was  a  challenging  one  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
Many  decisions  that  had  to  be  made  were  unique  and  posed  logistic 
and  legal  problems.  Because  of  the  Board's  efforts  to  protect  the  in- 
terests of  the  residents  of  Sunapee,  we  were  faced  with  three  lawsuits 
and  one  against  the  Police  Department.  A  great  deal  of  our  land  is  be- 
ing bought  up  by  developers  and  the  Planning  Board  has  worked  long, 
hard  and  late  to  bring  about  some  system  of  orderly  growth  through 
the  Master  Plan,  Subdivision  Regulations  and  Zoning  Ordinances, 
while  still  retaining  the  quality  of  life  in  the  area  as  we  have  known  it. 

In  the  past  year  the  Hydro  Plant  went  on  line  around  the  first  of 
March,  is  now  in  full  operation  and  there  is  a  good  supply  of  water.  The 
pay-back  from  the  Public  Service  has  proven  this  to  be  a  worthwhile 
endeavor. 

The  rate  for  insurance  premiums  has  greatly  increased,  causing  a 
hefty  overdraft  in  budgets  of  most  departments. 

We  have  progressed  well  on  our  sewer  projects  and  are  working 
steadily  toward  our  goal  of  eventually  "tying  in"  all  of  the  Town. 

Overall  we  have  fared  well  as  a  Town  with  all  the  problems  we  have 
had  compared  with  some  of  our  neighboring  towns. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  department  heads  and  employees  for  a  job  well 
done.

grants  and  monies,  and  (3)  that  such  items  shall  be  exempt  from  all 
provisions  of  RSA  32  relative  to  limitation  and  expenditure  of  Town 
monies,  all  as  provided  by  RSA  31:95-b. 

ARTICLE  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  written  welfare 
guidelines  as  proposed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Chapter  380  of  the 
Laws  of  1985  requires  the  Town  to  adopt  written  welfare  guidelines 
prior  to  April  1, 1986.  (Copies  of  the  full  text  of  the  proposed  guidelines 
are  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk.) 

ARTICLE  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  elect  planning  board 
members  when  their  term  expires. 

(By  petition) 

ARTICLE  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  elect  by  ballot  all  mem- 
bers of  the  Sunapee  Planning  Board  and  Sunapee  Zoning  Board  of  Ad- 
justment, allowing  no  more  than  two-year  consecutive  terms  for  each, 
or  as  the  law  allows. 

(By  petition) 
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ARTICLE  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  oppose  the  burial,  stor- 
age, transportation  and  production  of  high  level  radioactive  waste  in 
the  Town  of  Sunapee  and  State  of  New  Hampshire;  and  to  call  upon 
Congress  to  conduct  an  independent  investigation  with  full  public 
participation  into  the  feasibility  and  prudence  of  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Energy's  (DOE's)  present  plan  to  dispose  of  radioactive  waste  and 
into  the  DOE's  competence  to  carry  out  such  a  plan. 

The  record  of  the  vote  on  this  Article  shall  be  transmitted  to  the 
Governor  of  New  Hampshire,  the  New  Hampshire  Congressional 
Delegation,  and  to  the  President  of  the  United  States. 

(By  petition) 

ARTICLE  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following  Or- 
dinance, and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto: 

RECREATION  AREA  ORDINANCE 
TOWN  OF  SUNAPEE 

In  the  year  One  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Eighty  Six 

Ordinance  No.  12 
RECREATIONAL  AREAS 

The  Town  of  Sunapee  Ordains: 

SECTION  1  PURPOSE. 

The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  to  preserve  the  public  peace 
and  good  order  on  lands  operated  as  Recreational  Areas  by  the  Town 
of  Sunapee,  and  to  contribute  to  the  safety  and  enjoyment  of  the  users 
of  such  Recreational  Areas  by  regulating  the  hours  of  use,  the  use  of 
motorized  vehicles,  and  by  prohibiting  certain  activities  harmful  to 
customary  park  use. 

SECTION  2  DEFINITIONS. 

A.  RECREATIONAL  AREAS:  Real  Property  owned  and  maintain- 
ed by  the  Town  of  Sunapee  for  recreational  use.  Including  but  not 
limited  to  the  following  areas:  Coffin  Park  including  the  Hydro  Plant 
and  Information  Booth  area,  Sunapee  Harbor,  Ben  Mere  Lawn  and 
property,  Dewey  Beach,  George's  Mills  Beach,  Ski  Tow  land  off  Rte. 
#103-B.  Recreational  Area  shall  mean  the  grounds,  buildings  thereon, 
and  any  other  property  necessary  for  the  operation  thereof  and  con- 
stituting a  part  thereof  which  is  now  or  hereafter  will  be  maintained, 
operated,  and  controlled  by  the  Town  of  Sunapee  for  public  recreation 
use. 
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B.  EQUIPMENT:  Benches,  tables,  picnic  tables,  trash 
docks,  floats,  monuments,  cultivated  trees,  shrubs,  plants,  flowers, 
and  any  other  property  owned  by  the  Town  of  Sunapee  placed  or  posi- 
tioned on  the  grounds  or  a  recreational  area  incidental  to  or  to  aid  in 
recreation. 

C.  RESIDENTIAL  TRASH:  All  trash,  refuse,  garbage,  or  litter  not 
incidental  to  picnicking.  All  trash,  refuse,  garbage,  or  litter  packaged 
in  any  manner  with  letters,  envelopes,  or  mail  including  said  letters, 
envelopes  or  mail  shall  be  deemed  residential  trash. 

D.  VEHICLES:  Any  motorized  devise  in,  upon  or  by  which  a  person 
or  property  is  or  may  be  transported. 

E.  PERSON:  Any  individual,  firm,  partnership,  corporation, 
association,  or  persons. 

SECTION  3  HOURS  OF  CLOSING. 

No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  remain,  stop  or  park  within  the  con- 
fines of  any  recreational  area  between  the  hours  of  9:00  P.M.  and  5:00 
A.M..  prevailing  local  time  in  the  Town  of  Sunapee,  except  as  provided 
in  subsections  1  and  2. 

1.  Any  person  may  apply  for  a  permit  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  have  use  of  any  recreational  areas  during  these  times,  said  permit  to 
be  issued  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  its  designee  when  it  is  in  the 
public  interest  to  do  so. 

2.  George's  Mills  Harbor,  Sunapee  Harbor,  and  the  Ben  Mere  prop- 
erty will  be  open  at  all  times,  provided  however  that  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen may  close  any  portion  of  these  areas  when  it  is  in  the  public  in- 
terest to  do  so. 

SECTION  4  PERMITS. 

A.  A  permit  must  be  obtained  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  its 
designee  for  the  following  uses  and  activities: 

1.  The  use  of  a  recreation  area  between  the  hours  of  9:00  P.M.  and 
5:00  A.M. 

2.  Camping  by  organized  groups  at  the  Dewey  Little  League  Field 
and  Ski  Tow. 

3.  Vending  of  food  or  drink  by  non-profit  organizations. 

4.  Those  acts  prohibited  without  a  written  permit  as  set  forth  in 
Section  5  of  this  ordinance. 

B.  All  permit  applicants  must  be  18  years  of  age  or  older.  All  permit 
applicants  shall  agree  to  be  responsible  for  all  damages  to  recreational 
area  facilities  or  contents  thereof  and  shall  agree  to  indemnify  the 
Town  of  Sunapee  for  any  such  damages  caused  incident  to  their  use  of 
the  recreation  area. 
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SECTION  5  ACTS  PROHIBITED  WITHOUT 
WRITTEN  PERMIT. 

A.  No  person  shall  commit  any  of  the  following  acts  within  a  recrea- 
tion area  without  a  written  permit  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of 
their  designee: 

1.  Post  or  display  any  sign,  banner,  advertisement  of  any  kind 
within  any  recreational  area. 

2.  Use  any  loud  speaker  or  other  sound  amplifying  equipment. 

3.  Move  or  carry  any  tables  or  equipment  found  within  a  recreation 
area  to  a  different  place  within  the  area  or  out  of  the  area.  This  provi- 
sion shall  not  apply  to  Dewey  or  George's  Mills  beaches. 

SECTION  6  RECREATION  AREA  REGULATIONS 

A.  Non-observance  of  the  following  recreation  area  regulations  shall 
constitute  a  violation: 

1.  No  person  shall  use  obscene,  profane,  or  abusive  language  while 
in  a  recreational  area. 

2.  No  person  shall  deposit  household  trash  or  any  other  material  of 
any  kind  in  recreational  area  trash  barrels  or  elsewhere  in  a  recrea- 
tional area  except  the  refuse,  garbage,  or  other  material  of  a  picnic  or 
other  permitted  activity. 

3.  Vehicles  shall  not  be  permitted  in  recreation  areas  except  on 
roads,  parking  lots,  or  paths  maintained  for  use  by  vehicles. 

4.  No  person  shall  park  any  vehicle  on  the  grass  lawns  of  any 
recreational  area. 

5.  Hawking,  Peddling  or  Vending  of  any  kind  is  prohibited  in  all 
recreation  areas,  public  parking  lots,  and  other  common  areas  of  the 
town,  except  for  such  non-profit  or  charitable  organizations  which  ap- 
ply for  and  receive  a  permit  from  the  Selectmen  to  do  so.  Violation  of 
this  provision  is  a  criminal  trespass. 

Exception  as  provided  in  subsection  a. 

a.  Hawking,  Peddling  or  Vending  will  be  allowed  at  Dewey 
Beach  and  George's  Mills  Beach  by  permit  only.  The  number  of  per- 
mits issued  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Permits 
shall  be  issued  in  accordance  with  section  4.  of  this  ordinance,  provided 
further  that  all  permit  applications  must  be  first  submitted  to  the 
Sunapee  Recreation  Committee  for  review  and  their  recommendation 
to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

SECTION  7  PARENTAL  RESPONSIBILITY. 

1.  No  parent,  guardian,  or  custodian  of  any  minor  shall  permit  or 
allow  him  or  her,  to  do  any  act  which  would  constitute  a  violation  of 
this  ordinance.  Non-observance  of  this  Section  shall  be  a  violation. 

2.  At  Dewey  Beach  and  George's  Mills  Beach  children  under  12 
must  be  accompanied  by  a  parent,  guardian,  or  responsible  person  16 
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years  of  age  or  older,  with  the  exception  of  organized  Town  Recreation 
Committee  activities  or  by  permission  of  the  lifeguard  or  Recreation 
Committee  member  on  duty  at  the  beach. 

SECTION  8  RULES  AUTHORIZED. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  or  its  designee  is  hereby  authorized  to  estab- 
lish and  promulgate  such  rules  for  use  of  recreational  areas  as  they 
deem  in  the  public  interest.  Any  person  found  to  be  violating  any  such 
rules  when  the  same  are  properly  posted  may  be  denied  use  of  recrea- 
tional area  by  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  their  designees, 
or  any  member  of  the  Sunapee  Police  Department.  Any  such  denial  of 
use  may  be  appealed  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

SECTION  9  PENALTIES. 

A.  Violation  of  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  constitute  a 
violation  and  anyone  so  convicted  shall  pay  a  fine  of  no  more  than  One 
Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00),  except  as  provided  in  subsection  1  or  2. 

1.  Any  person  found  to  have  violated  sections  regarding  the 
disposal  of  household  trash  within  a  recreational  area  shall  pay  a  fee  of 
fifty  dollars  to  the  Town  of  Sunapee. 

2.  Any  person  found  to  have  violated  sections  regarding  the 
operating  or  parking  of  vehicles  shall  pay  a  fine  of  three  dollars,  said 
fines  to  be  administered  through  the  existing  Police  Department  park- 
ing violation  system. 

SECTION  10  ENFORCEMENT. 

This  ordinance  shall  be  enforced  by  the  Board  of  Selectment,  its 
designees,  and  by  the  Town  of  Sunapee  Police  Department  or  any 
other  police  agency  having  jurisdiction  within  the  Town  of  Sunapee  in 
the  manner  prescribed  for  enforcement  of  violations  of  law  by  New 
Hampshire  Statute. 

ARTICLE  33:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Town  of 
Sunapee  Parking  Ordinance: 

Section  1-A.  No  automobile  or  other  vehicle  shall  be  parked  on  the 
traveled  road  on  Main  Street  from  Route  11  East  to  Lake  Avenue,  ex- 
cept in  marked  areas  in  front  of  the  Community  Store  and  the  Town 
Office,  and  marked  areas  in  the  harbor. 

Section  1-B.  No  automobile  or  other  vehicle  shall  be  parked  on  the 
paved  or  main  or  traveled  portion  of  any  Highway,  Road,  or  Street  in 
the  Town  of  Sunapee,  also  that  no  vehicle  shall  be  parked  so  as  to 
restrict  the  portion  of  the  road  available  for  through  traffic  to  16  feet 
or  less  road  width,  except  in  areas  marked  for  parking  as  authorized  by 
the  Town  of  Sunapee  Safety  Committee. 
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Section  1-C.  Exception:  On  Main  Street,  Lake  Avenue,  and  Garnet 
Street,  vehicles  may  park  on  the  paved  or  main  or  traveled  portion  pro- 
vided however  there  shall  be  no  parking  on  any  hill  or  curve  or  any 
place  where  vision  is  not  clear  for  at  least  50  yards  in  any  direction,  or 
where  "NO  PARKING"  signs  are  posted,  or  where  parking  any  vehi- 
cle will  restrict  the  portion  of  the  road  available  for  through  traffic  to 
16  feet  or  less  road  width. 

Section  1-D.  Time  Restrictions  on  Parking:  From  Memorial  Day  until 
Labor  Day  the  following  time  restrictions  on  parking  shall  be  in  effect: 

Main  Street  from  Route  #11  to  the  Lake  Sunapee  Outlet  bridge, 
Garnet  Street  from  Main  Street  to  the  First  Pumping  Station,  in- 
cluding all  parking  spaces  at  Sunapee  Harbor  located  on  the  west  side 
of  the  Lake  Sunapee  outlet  bridge  no  vehicle  shall  be  parked  for  longer 
than  two  hours. 

Sunapee  Harbor  parking  lot  adjacent  to  the  Town  Wharves,  parking 
spaces  along  Main  Street  and  Lake  Avenue  situated  east  of  the  Lake 
Sunapee  Outlet  bridge,  and  spaces  located  on  the  Ben  Mere  property 
no  vehicle  shall  be  parked  for  longer  than  six  hours. 

Section  2 -A.  A  violator  shall  be  issued  a  parking  ticket.  The  penalty 
shall  be  $3.00  for  the  first  offense,  $5.00  for  the  second  and  third  of- 
fense, and  $15.00  for  the  fourth  and  any  subsequent  offense,  and  shall 
be  paid  to  a  Sunapee  Police  Officer,  in  uniform,  or  to  the  Chief  of 
Police,  Town  Clerk,  Selectmen,  or  Town  Secretary  and  given  a  receipt 
upon  payment. 

ARTICLE  34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $45,000.00  for  sewer  design  services  for  Wendell,  and  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  accept  and  expend  on  behalf  of  the  Town, 
such  monies  made  available  from  either  the  Federal  Government  of 
State  Government  for  such  purposes,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  AMBULANCE  DEPARTMENT  - 1985 

The  Ambulance  Department  wishes  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Newport 
for  their  support  in  1985.  With  funds  appropriated  at  last  year's  Town 
Meeting,  we  purchased  a  1985  Ford  van-type  ambulance  which  was 
put  into  active  service  in  early  May.  We  also  purchased  radio  equip- 
ment for  the  new  ambulance  which  allows  improved  communication 
with  other  Town  departments  and  our  surrounding  communities  in 
emergency  situations. 

In  the  Town  of  Newport,  the  ambulance  responded  to  a  total  of  605 
calls.  An  additional  200  responses  were  made  to  the  surrounding 
towns,  for  a  total  of  805  runs.  This  reflects  an  increase  of  roughly  10% 
over  1984. 

In  the  past  year,  the  Ambulance  Department  has  made  great  strides 
toward  improving  the  quality  of  emergency  patient  care.  Every  mem- 
ber of  the  Department  is  trained  to  a  higher  skill  level  than  is  required 
by  the  State  licensing  agency.  We  have  developed  protocols  for  ad- 
vanced life  support  techniques  such  as  IV  therapy  and  Medical  Anti- 
Shock  Trousers  (MAST).  We  have  also  received  permission  from  our 
regional  coordinating  office  to  pursue  training  in  cardiac  monitoring 
and  defibrillation.  Statistics  prove  that  this  training  alone  can  save 
ten  lives  each  year  in  our  area  of  coverage. 

It  is  the  goal  of  the  Ambulance  Department  to  protect  our  most  val- 
uable resource,  the  members  of  our  community,  by  providing  the  best 
possible  emergency  patient  care.

BUSINESS  ASSOCIATION 

Over  the  course  of  1985,  the  LSBA  experienced  a  year  of  growth  and 
development  unequalled  in  the  Association's  history.

TOWN  REPRESENTATIVE  TO  THE  GENERAL  COURT

Although  we  are  now  in  the  second  annual  session  of  the  1985-86  Bi- 
ennium,  we  are  operating  on  a  biennial  budget  and  there  will  be  no 
Budget  Message  from  the  Governor  this  year.  There  are  still  many  de- 
tails to  be  worked  out  to  implement  and  streamline  the  mechanics  of 
government  with  annual  sessions  but  I  feel  that  it's  too  early  to  give 
up  on  the  idea  now.  It  takes  some  tinkering  to  make  a  new  system 
function  properly. 

The  Legislature  met  once  this  year  on  January  8  to  organize  and  to 
Axe  the  Snack  Tax.  At  that  time,  all  bills  were  assigned  to  committees 
and  all  hearing  dates  were  set.  One  half  of  all  bills  will  have  been  re- 
ported out  of  the  committees  by  next  week  and  we  will  begin  to  meet  in 
regular  sessions  on  February  1 1  and  thereafter.  On  days  when  no  ses- 
sions have  been  scheduled,  the  House  committees  will  begin  to  hear 
Senate  Bills,  to  do  some  preliminary  Sunset  study  or  to  work  on  bills 
in  Interim  Study.  The  game  plan  calls  for  final  action  and  adjournment 
late  in  May. 

Our  Resources,  Recreation  and  Development  Committee  is  consider- 
ing many  bills  on  water  quality,  lake  and  river  conservation,  tourism 
and  water  supply  and  allocation.  We  are  concerned  with  underground 
tanks  and  pollution  of  ground  water  by  landfills  and  household  hazard- 
ous waste. 

The  County  Budget  Committee  meets  on  a  weekly  basis  in  the  early 
months  of  the  year.  Since  the  county  budget  runs  from  January  to  De- 
cember 31,  we  are  making  a  real  effort  to  prepare  a  finished  document 
as  early  in  March  as  possible. 

Once  again,  I  thank  you  for  the  privilege  of  representing  you  in  Con- 
cord. This  year,  too,  I  apologize  for  my  failure  to  write  regular  letters 
to  the  paper  and  I  hope  to  remedy  that  in  the  months  to  come.

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SUNAPEE  FIRE  ENGINEERS  REPORT 

From  December  1,  1984  to  November  30,  1985,  your  Fire  Depart- 
ment answered  a  total  of  163  alarms.  Fire  related  responses  increased 
from  78  to  87,  while  medical  related  calls  increased  from  56  to  76. 

We  are  very  happy  to  report  that  there  was  a  significant  decrease  in 
the  percentage  of  chimney  fires.  Previously,  35%  to  45%  of  the  fire 
calls  were  chimney  fires,  but  this  year,  approximately  12%  of  the  calls 
were  chimney  fires.  We  hope  that  this  is  not  just  a  one-year  decline, 
but  the  beginning  of  a  trend  towards  safer  use  of  burning  solid  fuels. 

One  of  the  major  reasons  for  our  increased  number  of  responses  was 
due  to  automobile  accidents.  This  year,  more  than  20%  of  our 
responses  were  to  accidents,  and  on  five  seperate  occasions,  we  had  to 
use  the  Jaws  of  Life  to  extricate  people  from  vehicles. 

Last  year  we  approached  the  Town  Meeting  to  update  our  Engine  3, 
and  this  article  was  defeated.  Again  this  year,  we  will  present  a  similar 
article.  The  1984  Town  Meeting  was  very  interested  in  developing  pro- 
grams to  control  the  expenditures  of  its  monies.  It  should  be  noted 
that  the  Fire  Department  developed  a  vehicle  replacement  program 
more  than  15  years  ago.  The  program  was  established  to  achieve 
several  goals: 

1.  To  satisfy  some  of  the  requirements  of  the  I.S.O.  (the  agency  that 
sets  the  fire  insurance  rates  for  this  and  all  communities). 

2.  To  keep  the  equipment  modern  enough  and  of  sufficient 
capibilities  to  satisfy  the  Town's  fire  suppression  needs. 

3.  To  space  out  the  large  costs  of  vehicle  replacement  so  as  to  try 
and  reduce  tax  rate  shock  (not  having  to  replace  two  vehicles  in  one 
year  or  having  to  purchase  vehicles  several  years  in  a  row).

1985  SUNAPEE  HYDROELECTRIC  REPORT 

On  June  1,  the  Selectmen;  Norman  Perkins,  the  Clerk  of  the  works, 
and  myself,  the  Plant  Operator,  met  at  the  power  plant  and  decided 
the  project  was  substantially  complete  and  functioning  satisfactorial- 
ly.  The  problems  we  had  with  the  original  generator  were  behind  us. 
We  found  that  the  replacement  generator  not  only  gave  us  additional 
capacity,  11%,  it  is  also  cheaper  to  operate  because  it  is  self  cooling. 
These  two  features  will  mean  many  thousands  of  dollars  over  the 
years.  The  project  was  completed  without  cost  overruns. 

Now  as  to  how  we  did  this  year.  The  station  operated  nine  months 
during  1985  and  generated  over  1,700,000  KW,  resulting  in  $154,396 
in  revenue.  Our  best  month  was  November  when  our  revenue  was 
$36,288.  The  summer  months  were  nowhere  as  good  due  to  the  spring 
and  summer  drought.  The  fact  that  we  did  so  well  in  a  drought  year 
makes  me  very  optimistic  for  future  years. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  received  invaluable  assistance  from  Mr. 
Delbert  Downing,  the  Chairman,  and  Mr.  Vernon  Knowlton,  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Water  Resource  Board.  Good  water  management  is 
essential  to  the  success  of  our  project.  Mr.  Knowlton' s  patience  and 
timely  advice  gave  me  a  basic  education  in  water  management,  par- 
ticularly as  it  applies  to  Lake  Sunapee.  The  Water  Resource  Board  has 
been  very  cooperative  in  allowing  us  to  make  maximum  use  of 
available  water.  My  relationship  with  the  Board  and  the  Engineers  has 
been  a  very  pleasant  one. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  invite  all  of  you  to  stop  in  and  inspect 
the  station.  Feel  free  to  drop  in  when  I  am  at  the  plant,  or  to  call  me  to 
arrange  for  a  tour.  I  will  be  happy  to  show  you  how  it  works  and  to 
answer  any  questions  on  power  generation  or  water  management.

REPORT  OF  THE  OVERSEER  OF  WELFARE 

General  Assistance  costs  were  more  than  twice  that  of  1984 
($6,988.51  in  1985  versus  $3,237.69  in  1984).  Contrary  to  predictions, 
Old  Age  Assistance  was  about  nine  and  one-half  times  less  than  1984 
($504.00  in  1985  versus  $4,790.63  in  1984).  Evidence  is  that  some  of 
the  reduction  in  Old  Age  Assistance  is  due  to  the  new  Hospice  concept 
of  keeping  terminally  ill  folks  at  home  under  the  auspices  of  volun- 
teers. We  also  simply  had  fewer  seniors  in  need. 

The  increase  in  General  Assistance  was  led  by  our  liability  for  court- 
ordered  placements  of  juveniles  in  foster  care  including  counseling 
therapy  and  attorney's  fees.  Electricity  and  heat  needs  also  increased 
markedly,  partly  due  to  colder  winter  weather  as  well  as  to  higher 
costs  and  more  need.  The  gasoline  cost  was  a  good  investment  since 
the  majority  of  it  went  to  enabling  a  successful  search  for  a  job  result- 
ing in  independence  for  a  family. 

We  continue  to  benefit  from  the  cooperation  of  County  social  service 
agencies  which  provide  assistance  toward  independence  for  Sunapee 
residents  as  well  as  cooperate  with  me  in  seeking  solutions  for  causes 
of  need  and  inability  to  cope.

The  Planning  Board  members  have  had  a  busy  year.  Besides  the  nu- 
merous subdivision  applications,  some  minor  and  several  major  ones, 
they  have  been  intensely  involved  in  preparing  and  presenting  to  the 
Town  three  rather  important  documents  that  will  have  an  important 
effect  on  the  future  development  of  the  Town.  They  have  not  done  this 
alone  but  with  the  input  and  assistance  of  many  groups  in  Town  and 
also  the  Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Council  not  to  overlook  the  help- 
ful comments  and  suggestions  received  at  the  various  public  hearings 
which  were  assiduously  attended  by  some  members  of  the  community. 

The  documents  referred  to  are  the  Master  Plan  finally  adopted  in 
September  of  19S5.  the  revised  and  up-to-date  Subdivision  Regula- 
tions adopted  in  November  1985.  and  the  proposed  Zoning  Ordinance, 
which  had  its  first  airing  and  public  hearing  in  December  of  1985. 

Finally  I  want  to  stress  that  the  Planning  Board  is  an  administra- 
tive board,  with  the  responsibility  of  interpreting  and  carrying  out  the 
mandates  of  the  Subdivision  Regulations.  We  are  not  decision  makers 
in  the  sense  that  we  decide  on  personal  and  emotional  reasons  whether 
or  not  a  particular  subdivision  is  good  for  the  Town.  It  is  an  adrninis- 
trative  decision  based  on  interpretation  of  all  the  facts  presented  by: 
the  developer,  the  public,  and  the  requirements  of  the  Subdivision  Reg- 
ulations. 

In  behalf  of  all  the  members  of  the  Board  I  wish  to  thank  the  many 
people  that  have  lent  their  assistance  and  guidance  to  us  in  the  past 
year.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1985 

1985  was  a  year  of  transition  for  the  Sunapee  Police  Department.  As 
approved  at  the  '85  Town  Meeting  the  department  changed  from  a  4 
full-time  to  3  full-time-man  department.  This  change  allowed  some  ad- 
ditional funding  for  summertime  positions  and  an  overall  decrease  in 
the  department  budget.  This  change  has  proven  only  partially  success- 
ful. During  the  fall,  winter,  and  spring  there  are  certain  hours  during 
the  nighttime  when  no  officer  is  on  duty.  The  frequency  of  officers  be- 
ing called  out  when  no  one  is  on  duty  is  low.  No  specific  crime  problems 
have  been  identified  as  being  related  to  the  lack  of  officers  on  patrol  at 
those  times.  Therefore  this  aspect  of  the  change  to  a  3-man  depart- 
ment has  proven  successful. 

When  the  department  had  4  men  there  were  times  during  each  week 
when  two  officers  were  on  duty.  This  time  was  used  by  the  Chief  or  Ser- 
geant to  perform  administrative  and  clerical  duties.  With  the  new 
3-man  system  no  such  time  is  available.  During  1985  the  effort  made 
to  complete  these  administrative  duties  without  the  administrative 
time  proved  unsuccessful.  As  a  result,  many  administrative  activities 
were  completed  late  and  some,  not  mandated,  were  not  completed  at 
all.  The  number  of  hours  spent  in  the  station  by  officers,  particularly 
the  chief,  were  excessive.  Complicating  this  problem  is  a  demand  for 
increasingly  detailed  reports  imposed  by  the  court  system,  and  more 
levels  of  state  and  federal  reporting.  The  answering  of  citizens'  com- 
plaints and  the  investigation  and  prevention  of  crime  and  accidents 
were  given  first  priority.  These  circumstances  combined  leave  the 
present  3-man  department  unable  to  meet  the  administrative  demands 
placed  on  it. 

A  significant  amount  of  the  administrative  duties  are  clerical  in  na- 
ture and  do  not  require  the  expertise  of  a  full-time  police  officer.  For 
1986  I  am  proposing  adding  a  permanent  position  of  a  clerk  to  the  de- 
partment. This  year  the  position  would  be  part-time,  hopefully  an  indi- 
vidual who  would  also  serve  as  a  special  officer.  The  salary  for  this  po- 
sition would  be  the  same  as  other  town  part-time  clerical  positions,  sig- 
nificantly less  than  that  of  a  full-time  officer.  This  position  will  allow 
the  Department  to  get  its  clerical  work  now  done  by  the  Chief  at  top 
salary  performed  by  the  clerk  at  a  more  appropriate  lesser  rate.  The  ad- 
dition of  a  clerk  will  free  up  most  of  the  patrolman's  office  time  and 
some  of  the  chief's  office  time  resulting  in  more  patrol  hours  available 
for  crime  investigation  and  prevention. 

1985  Town  Meeting  provided  funding  for  a  youth  services  officer. 
The  position  was  filled  with  a  local  18-year-old  college  freshman.  The 
youth  services  officer  was  instrumental  in  the  development  of  a  Law 
Enforcement  Explorer  Post  for  the  Lake  Sunapee  area.  The  youth  ser- 
vices officer  performed  some  clerical  duties  and  received  substantial 
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experience  in  his  field  of  college  study,  as  well  as  a  salary  which  assist- 
ed with  college  costs.  An  attempt  to  use  the  position  in  a  routine  law 
enforcement  capacity  proved  ineffective  and  will  not  be  repeated. 
Overall  the  program  proved  an  asset  to  the  Police  Department,  the 
community  and  the  youth  involved. 

During  1985,  2,240  demands  for  service,  incidents  investigated, 
were  logged  by  your  police  department.  Notably  there  was  an  increase 
in  motor  vehicle  accidents  from  93  in  1984  to  125  in  1985.  In  an  at- 
tempt to  control  this  problem  summons  were  increased  from  103  in 
1984  to  212  in  1985,  motor  vehicle  warnings  369  to  392.  Reported  bur- 
glaries decreased  from  16  in  1984  to  9  in  1985.  Physical  custody  ar- 
rests also  decreased  from  92  in  1984  to  82  in  1985.  A  complete  list  of 
calls  answered  is  available  at  the  police  station.  Two  significant  bur- 
glary rings  were  broken  through  the  combined  efforts  of  several  area 
departments  and  the  New  Hampshire  State  Police.  These  individuals 
allegedly  responsible  for  many  of  the  Sunapee  burglaries  are  now  in 
jail  or  awaiting  trial.  It  is  noteworthy  that  in  several  recent  burglaries 
the  amount  and  value  of  property  stolen  was  limited  through  active 
crime  prevention  practices  used  by  the  victims.  Citizens  are  encour- 
aged to  contact  the  police  department  for  crime  prevention  tips  before 
leaving  on  vacation  or  closing  up  seasonal  residences. 

In  1985,  effort  taken  to  improve  police  service  included  training  for 
officers  in  the  areas  of  defensive  and  emergency  response  driving,  acci- 
dent investigation,  firearms  training,  evidence  collection  and  preserva- 
tion, police  report  writing,  verbal  defense,  court  prosecution,  intox- 
imeter  operation,  police  budgeting  defensive  tactics.  Most  training  is 
obtained  at  no  cost  through  the  New  Hampshire  Police  Standards  and 
Training  Council.  By  initiating  fees  for  copies  of  police  reports  $205.00 
was  turned  into  the  general  fund.  Increasing  the  follow-up  on  parking 
ticket  enforcement  increased  income  from  $361  in  1984  to  $938  in 
1985.  When  possible,  community  service  is  included  in  sentencing  or 
diversion  agreements,  particularly  with  juveniles.  As  a  result  several 
youthful  offenders  had  many  hours  to  think  over  their  misconduct  and 
several  miles  of  town  road  were  cleared  of  trash,  and  other  services 
were  received  by  the  community. 

Dramatic  increases  in  insurance  costs,  with  the  bills  being  received 
late  in  the  year  resulted  in  an  over  expenditure  of  the  '85  appropria- 
tion. The  proposed  budget  plans  for  continuing  improvements  in  ser- 
vice to  the  reorganization  started  in  '85. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Sunapee 
for  their  support  of  the  police  department.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUNAPEE  RECREATION  COMMITTEE 

The  introduction  of  a  "T-Ball"  program  for  first-year  players  ages 
5-7  enhanced  the  1985  baseball/softball  season.  There  also  were  two 
farm  teams,  one  Little  League  team,  a  team  of  13-year-olds,  a  Babe 
Ruth  team,  and  a  girls'  softball  team. 

The  Dewey  Beach  and  Georges  Mills  recreational  areas  were  open 
daily  throughout  the  summer;  instructors  taught  swimming  lessons  to 
over  100  children.  CPR,  First  Aid,  and  fitness  activities  were  also  in- 
cluded in  the  beach  staff  program.  Children  especially  enjoyed  the 
formation  of  a  swim  team,  which  competed  against  a  similar  group 
from  the  Lake  Sunapee  Yacht  Club. 

Reta  Morse  and  "Pat"  Gilchrist,  who  each  served  as  president  of  the 
Senior  Citizens  group  during  1985,  reported  an  active  membership 
who  took  part  in  a  number  of  activities  and  events,  included  separately 
in  this  Town  Report. 

Daily  supervision  and  maintenance  of  the  local  skating  rink  pro- 
vided townspeople  with  outdoor  enjoyment  on  weekends  and  holidays 
as  well  as  after-school  hours.  The  rink  was  also  host  to  several  organ- 
ized skating  parties.  Several  citizens  and  the  Town  of  Sunapee  helped 
with  cordwood,  grooming  procedures,  and  maintenance  of  the  warm- 
ing hut. 

The  Committee  is  looking  forward  to  another  year  of  service  to  Suna- 
pee. We  are  in  the  process  of  trying  to  raise  money  toward  the  eventual 
provision  of  tennis  courts,  a  recreation  center,  improved  ballfield,  and 
other  recreational  services.  A  weekly  Farmers'  Market  during  the 
summer  of  1986  will  start  our  fundraising  effort.  Any  contributions  of 
money  or  services  will  be  greatly  appreciated.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ROAD  AGENT 

The  winter  of  1984-85  was  relatively  kind  to  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment and  the  Town.  We  only  received  between  68  and  81  inches  of 
snowfall.  Thaws  in  late  December  and  late  February  produced  muddy 
road  problems.  The  lack  of  snow  cover  and  cold  temperatures  resulted 
in  many  severe  icing  conditions  in  ditches  plus  numerous  frozen 
culverts. 

During  the  winter,  we  started  an  interior  roofing  project  at  the  Town 
Garage.  The  intent  was  to  improve  lighting  conditions,  and  increase 
insulation  values.  The  project  is  about  a  third  completed. 

A  new  facet  was  added  to  this  year's  spring  cleanup.  On  the  first 
Sunday  of  May,  a  "Green  Up-Clean-Up  Day"  was  conducted.  On  this 
day,  residents  who  put  their  yard  cleanup  in  plastic  bags  or  who  had 
refuse  too  large  to  haul  in  their  private  vehicles,  placed  this  material 
beside  the  road  and  the  Highway  Department  picked  it  up  and  trans- 
ported it  to  the  Transfer  Station. 

Following  spring  cleanup,  drainage  in  the  shimming  areas  was 
checked  and  repaired  as  necessary.  Stagecoach  Road,  Lower  Main 
Street,  North  Road,  and  Perkins  Pond  Road  were  shimmed.  These 
roads,  plus  Stagecoach  Lane,  Maple  Court,  and  Myrtle  Street  were 
oiled  (tarred)  in  late  summer.  Also,  part  of  Skijor  Steepe  and  part  of 
Pine  Ridge  Road  were  paved. 

Directly  after  the  Fourth  of  July  holiday,  Lower  Main  Street  was 
closed  to  thru  traffic  to  facilitate  bridge  reconstruction.  The  bridge 
across  the  brook  just  east  of  North  Road  was  removed  and  replaced 
with  an  aluminum  box  culvert.  A  new  sidewalk  was  added  on  the  north 
side  of  the  bridge,  and  beam  guard  rail  was  installed  on  both  sides  of 
the  bridge.  The  roadway  was  reopened  August  2.  Due  to  this  bridge- 
work,  roadside  mowing  normally  done  in  July  was  done  during 
August. 

A  wet  fall  brought  several  minor  drainage  problems.  Late  Septem- 
ber saw  the  arrival  of  Hurricane  Gloria,  the  area's  first  in  many  years. 
Luckily  only  minor  damage  was  sustained.  Even  though  the  wet  fall 
wasn't  appreciated  by  the  Highway  Department,  it  was  good  news  for 
the  Town's  hydro  facility. 

The  shimming  project  started  this  year  is  one  that  should  be  ongo- 
ing. The  shimming  helps  restore  shape  to  the  road,  which  improves  the 
ride,  ability  of  the  road  to  shed  water,  and  makes  snowplowing  faster, 
cleaner,  safer,  and  cheaper.  With  smoother  roads,  plows  receive  less 
damage,  and  scrape  cleaner.  With  roads  scraped  cleaner,  less  sand  and 
salt  have  to  be  used,  and  roads  tend  to  bare  out  faster,  resulting  in 
safer  roads.  The  schedule  for  shimming  roads  is  contained  in  Table  I. 
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Missing  from  the  schedule  is  Lake  Avenue.  This  road  is  in  such  poor 
shape  as  to  require  total  reconstruction  from  the  Harbor  to 
Smileyville.  Several  other  streets  should  also  be  considered  for 
reconstruction,  namely  Chase  Street,  Maple  Street,  Old  George's  Mills 
Road,  part  of  Main  Street,  and  part  of  Garnet  Street. 

Presented  in  Table  II  is  a  program  for  replacing  major  pieces  of  high- 
way equipment.  Though  this  is  demanding  on  the  tax  base,  it  should 
be  seriously  considered.  Dependable  equipment  is  a  must  if  the  depart- 
ment is  to  provide  reliable  highway  maintenance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUNAPEE  SEWER  DEPARTMENT 

1986  is  going  to  be  a  year  of  change  for  the  Sunapee  Sewer  Depart- 
ment. Construction  is  underway  on  the  Woodland  Road  sewer  system 
and  should  be  completed  in  late  spring.  Georges  Mills,  the  Jobs  Creek 
Road  area,  and  Wendell  are  all  in  the  design  phase,  with  construction 
to  begin  in  Georges  Mills  later  this  year.  The  Jobs  Creek  Road  Area 
and  Wendell  construction  will  begin  as  funding  becomes  available  in 
the  near  future. 

The  Treatment  Plant  is  beginning  to  show  its  age  as  the  Plant  enters 
its  twelfth  year  of  operation.  This  was  reflected  in  the  overspending  of 
the  maintenance  budget  by  23%.  Although  the  Plant  equipment  has 
been  well  maintained  it  is  beginning  to  wear  out,  and  replacement 
parts  are  becoming  a  problem  to  find.  I'm  suggesting  to  the  Commis- 
sioners that  the  Sewer  Department  institute  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund 
for  the  replacement  of  some  of  this  equipment  in  the  coming  years. 

The  joint  system  with  the  Town  of  New  London  continues  to  operate 
well  with  a  minimum  of  problems. 

James  Leland  passed  his  Class  I  operator's  examination  and  was 
awarded  his  certification  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  Both 
operators  have  attended  classes  and  seminars  to  fulfill  the  education 
requirements  demanded  by  the  State  to  maintain  the  operators'  cer- 
tification. 

The  public  is  always  welcome  to  visit  or  call  the  treatment  plant  dur- 
ing normal  working  hours.  The  operators  will  be  glad  to  show  you 
around  and  answer  any  questions  you  may  have.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUNAPEE  WATER  DEPARTMENT 

Due  to  the  new  hydro  station,  major  changes  to  the  River  Rd.  pump 
station  were  necessary,  including  a  valve  actuator,  new  electric  motor, 
emergency  power  unit,  and  a  motor  control  center.  The  pump  station  is 
completely  automated  and  will  not  require  the  man  hours  to  operate 
the  system  as  it  did  previously. 

The  1974  Safe  Drinking  Water  Act  mandates  that  we  provide  for  the 
delivery  of  safe  drinking  water  to  the  consuming  public.  We  have 
several  areas  of  concern  to  deal  with.  We  have  to  address  these  con- 
cerns to  provide  a  good  quality  of  water  and  service. 

The  Water  &  Sewer  Commission  established  a  review  committee  in 
1984  to  review  the  water  systems  in  Sunapee  and  Georges  Mills.  We 
have  established  our  problem  areas  and  set  priorities  for  upgrading 
our  water  systems.  Our  first  priority  is  to  replace  the  three-inch  sum- 
mer water  main  on  Lake  Ave.  to  Birch  Point  intersection  with  an 
eight-inch  year-round  service  and  three  fire  hydrants  to  provide  fire 
protection  as  well.  Last  year  we  proposed  to  raise  $85,000.00  to  com- 
plete the  Lake  Ave.  project.  We  lost  the  project  by  one  vote. 

This  year,  the  water  department  has  earmarked  $37,456.00  to  the 
Lake  Ave.  project  and  we  propose  to  raise  $49,544.00  at  Town  Meeting 
to  complete  the  project.  Our  supplies  did  not  increase  this  year.  The 
project  can  be  completed  this  year  for  the  same  cost  as  last  year.  We 
urge  your  support  in  this  project. 

Our  second  priority  is  to  extend  our  ten-inch  main  on  Burkehaven 
Hill  to  the  reservoir  approximately  1,000  feet.  We  now  have  one  eight- 
inch  main  to  the  reservoir  and  should  this  main  break  the  Town  will  be 
out  of  domestic  water  as  well  as  fire  protection  until  repairs  can  be 
made.  With  the  addition  of  the  ten-inch  main  we  could  bypass  the 
eight-inch  main  and  provide  water  without  interruption.  We  will  pro- 
pose this  project  next  year  at  Town  Meeting.

1985  Annual  Report  of  Activities 

After  six  years  of  discussion  and  planning  by  your  District  Commit- 
tee, a  200  ton  per  day  waste-to-energy  facility  is  now  well  under 
construction  in  Claremont,  New  Hampshire. 

A  revised  twenty-year  waste  disposal  contract  was  signed  with  Sig- 
nal Environmental  Systems  on  April  12,  1985.  The  contract  provides 
that  Signal  will  be  the  owner  and  operator  of  the  facility  and  is  respon- 
sible for  up  to  $7.6  million  in  financial  contributions  in  the  form  of 
equity  or  debt  secured  solely  by  Signal.  An  additional  $18.15  million  in 
Industrial  Revenue  Bonds  were  sold  by  Signal  through  the  New 
Hampshire  Industrial  Development  Authority  on  August  12,  1985. 

Clark-Kenith,  Inc.  began  construction  of  the  facility  for  Signal  dur- 
ing May  1985.  Construction  is  expected  to  be  completed  during  the 
Spring  of  1987,  at  which  time  the  District  municipalities  must  begin 
delivering  waste  to  the  facility. 

Hydrogeologic  modeling  for  the  78  acre  ash  disposal  site  in  Newport 
is  now  complete  and  engineering  and  permit  applications  will  begin 
early  in  1986.  The  ash  disposal  site  must  also  be  in  operation  by  the 
Spring  of  1987.  Funds  for  construction  are  included  in  Signal's  bond  is- 
sue even  though  the  ash  disposal  site  is  owned  by  the  District. 

The  New  Hampshire  Air  Resources  Commission  is  in  the  final  stage 
of  adopting  hydrogen  chloride  emission  standards  for  the  facility.  This 
will  necessitate  some  changes  in  the  design  of  the  air  pollution  control 
system  and  an  increase  in  the  disposal  fee  paid  to  Signal.  Negotiations 
are  underway  with  Signal  to  determine  the  appropriate  control  system 
and  costs. 

During  1986  the  District  will  be  working  on  development  of  recycl- 
ing system  which  may  be  fully  utilized  by  member  municipalities.  A 
full-time  recycling  manager  is  included  in  the  budget  for  1986. 

The  District  will  also  be  working  with  the  member  municipalities  to 
assist  them  in  the  development  of  a  transportation  system  necessary 
to  deliver  waste  to  the  facility  when  it  becomes  operational.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDENS  AND 
STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1984  and  June  1985,  we  experienced  more  forest  fires 
throughout  our  state  than  in  any  year  in  the  last  50.  Two  of  the  leading 
causes  of  the  1,605  fires  were  children  and  fires  kindled  without  writ- 
ten permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Both  causes  are  preventable, 
but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire 
prevention.  Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  state  timber  harvest  regulations  is  the  responsibili- 
ty of  State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest 
regulations;  however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber 
harvest  law  may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  will  become  responsible  for  the  timber 
tax  payment  starting  April  1,  1986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax 
Law  that  will  impact  all  forest  landowners.  Contact  your  Board  of 
Selectmen  for  timber  tax  forms.

The  Upper  Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Council  is  a  public,  non-profit 
voluntary  association  of  towns  and  cities  in  the  Upper  Valley  and  Lake 
Sunapee  areas.  Our  thirty-one  (31)  communities  are  in  two  states  and 
five  counties. 

The  Council  consists  of  a  Board  of  Directors  and  a  professional  staff. 
Each  town  or  city  annually  appropriates  funds  for  the  Council's  opera- 
tion and  sends  two  representatives  to  participate  on  the  Board  of 
Directors.  The  Board  elects  officers,  adopts  the  annual  work  program 
and  budget,  and  develops  policies  and  positions  on  issues  that  are  im- 
portant to  UV-LSC  communities. 

The  Upper  Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Council  is  the  official  organization 
that  brings  towns  and  cities  within  our  region  together.  By  bonding  to- 
gether and  pooling  their  resources,  local  governments  have  a  highly 
trained,  professional  staff  available  to  them  for  a  wide  variety  of  ser- 
vices. Areas  of  expertise  include  land  use  planning,  master  planning, 
economic  and  community  development,  water  quality  management, 
transportation,  landscape  architecture,  housing,  capital  budgeting, 
historic  preservation,  downtown  revitalization,  solid  waste  planning, 
recreation  and  fiscal  and  environmental  impact  analysis.  The  Council 
also  serves  as  a  collective  voice  for  these  towns  and  cities  in  dealings 
with  state  and  federal  governments,  thereby  protecting  and  furthering 
the  needs  and  interests  of  our  communities. 

Council  Staff  members  include  Robert  Varney,  Executive  Director; 
Vicki  Smith,  Senior  Planner;  Lisa  Mausolf,  Historic  Preservation  Spe- 
cialist; Gregg  Lantos,  Transportation  Planner;  Tad  Redway,  Land- 
scape Architect  and  Planner;  Melinda  Artman,  Community  Develop- 
ment Coordinator;  John  Olmstead,  Housing  Rehabilitation  Specialist; 
Susan  Elder,  Economic  Development  Specialist;  Jim  Klinger,  Drafts- 
man; and  Andrea  Adams,  Joan  Austin,  and  Lori  Brown,  Secretaries. 
These  staff  members  offer  a  wide  range  of  expertise  available  to  our 
communities. 

The  Council  has  been  busy  working  on  a  variety  of  regional  pro- 
grams during  the  past  year.  The  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  some 
of  our  activities: 

*  provided  administrative  and  planning  services  to  the  Upper 
Valley  Solid  Waste  District,  a  bi-state  district  with  15  member 
communities; 
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*  developed  regional  septage  management  plans  which  will  be- 
come components  of  the  solid  waste  plans  for  the  Sullivan 
County,  Upper  Valley  and  Pemi-Baker  Solid  Waste  Districts. 

*  provided  continuing  assistance  to  the  regional  transit 
operators,  and  worked  closely  with  the  State  Highway  Depart- 
ment to  develop  a  comprehensive  highway  planning  program; 

*  continued  the  regional  historic  preservation  program,  includ- 
ing historic  surveys,  national  register  nominations  and  histor- 
ic preservation  plans; 

*  continued  the  Sullivan  County  Economic  Development  Pro- 
gram to  retain  and  expand  employment  opportunities  in  Sul- 
livan County; 

*  continued  work  on  the  Lake  Sunapee  Management  Plan; 

*  co-sponsored  a  successful  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collec- 
tion Day,  groundwater  protection  seminar  and  Municipal  Law 
Lecture  Series; 

*  provided  economic,  population,  housing  and  other  data  to 
communities,  organizations,  banks,  real  estate  firms  and 
consultants  for  use  in  fiscal  studies,  market  analyses  and 
grant  applications. 

As  requested  by  communities,  the  Council  prepared  applications  for 
state  and  federal  funds,  evaluated  development  proposals,  prepared 
amendments  to  local  zoning,  subdivision,  site  plan  review  and  other  lo- 
cal regulations  and  provided  mapping,  drafting  and  other  planning 
assistance. 

The  UV-LSC  has  also  provided  a  number  of  specific  services  to  the 
Town  of  Sunapee  over  the  past  year.  Most  notable  were  the  completion 
of  the  Town  Master  Plan  and  revision  of  the  subdivision  regulations 
and  preparation  of  a  Town  Zoning  Ordinance.  At  the  request  of  the 
Planning  Board,  the  Council  also  researched  and  provided  data  on 
waterfront  lot  requirements  across  the  State  and  prepared  an  evalua- 
tion of  the  Eagle  Rock  Condominium  Development  proposal.  During 
the  past  year  the  Council  submitted  a  successful  $131,150  Community 
Development  Block  Grant  application  to  the  State  which  will  provide 
low  interest  loans  for  housing  rehabilitation  in  Sunapee  Village.  The 
application  was  based  largely  on  a  Rehabilitation  Study  completed  by 
the  Council  earlier  in  the  year.  The  Council  also  has  assisted  the  Town 
Hall  Committee  and  prepared  a  nomination  to  place  the  Town  Office 
structure  on  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places. 
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The  Council's  staff  of  professionals  stands  ready  to  assist  your 
community  in  addressing  the  planning  and  growth  management  issues 
which  you  will  face  during  the  coming  year.  We  also  encourage  you  to 
become  more  familiar  and  involved  with  the  Council,  since  we  are  es- 
sentially an  arm  of  local  government  addressing  your  needs.

To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  appropriate  $600,000 
or  any  other  sum  for  the  purpose  of  a  capital  improvement  consisting 
of  the  reconstruction  of  and  alterations  to  the  Sunapee  Central  Ele- 
mentary School,  for  originally  equipping  and  furnishing  said  recon- 
struction and  alterations  with  equipment  of  a  lasting  character,  for 
fees  for  architectural  and  other  services  and  for  any  other  items  inci- 
dental to  and  necessary  for  the  project;  to  determine  whether  said  ap- 
propriation shall  be  raised  by  withdrawal  from  the  Capital  Reserve 
Fund,  by  the  issuance  of  bonds  or  notes  on  the  credit  of  the  Sunapee

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Sunapee  School  District: 

The  first  article  which  will  be  voted  on  at  the  Annual  Meeting  on 
March  10,  1986,  is  one  dealing  with  the  renovations  at  Sunapee  Cen- 
tral School.  The  School  Board,  along  with  a  building  committee,  has 
been  working  on  the  project  for  nearly  two  years.  They  have  worked 
with  an  architect  and  have  studied  all  aspects  of  the  project.  They 
have  made  an  extra  effort  to  keep  the  public  informed. 

The  building  is  a  sound  building,  but  it  needs  updating;  it  needs  to 
be  made  accessible  to  any  handicapped  person,  and  it  needs  to  have 
sprinklers  installed  for  fire  safety. 

The  $600,000  renovations  will  provide  Sunapee  with  a  sound,  safe, 
accessible  building  which  can  be  used  very  effectively  as  an  elemen- 
tary school  for  many  years  to  come. 

The  School  Board  has  completely  endorsed  this  project.  It  is  a 
reasonable  solution  to  immediate  space  needs.  The  District  will  receive 
thirty  percent  of  the  principal  amount  from  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. 

A  two-thirds  vote  is  required  to  pass  this  article.  I  strongly  urge  you 
to  support  the  renovations.  I  think  you  will  be  proud  of  the  results  for 
many  years  to  come. 

Sunapee  is  unique  in  many  ways  because  it  has  such  an  outstanding 
school  program  for  a  rather  small  community.  This  is  possible  only  be- 
cause there  is  such  a  good  relationship  among  the  schools,  the  School 
Board  and  the  community. 

A  special  thank  you  should  go  to  Ernest  "Jake"  Towne  for  his  active 
participation  as  a  School  Board  member  during  the  past  nine  years.  He 
has  served  the  schools  and  the  community  well.

The  LaValley  Building  Supply  Award  in  the  amount  of  $200  was  in- 
itiated this  year. 

Seventeen  (48.5%)  of  the  thirty-five  graduated  are  now  attending 
four-year  colleges;  three  are  attending  two-year  schools,  and  two  are 
enrolled  in  one-year  programs.  Eleven  are  presently  employed  and  two 
are  enlisted  in  the  armed  forces.  Approximately  62%  of  the  graduates 
went  on  to  post  secondary  education. 

Our  most  recent  enrollment  consists  of  the  following:  Grade  12  —  28, 
Grade  11-48,  Grade  10  -  47,  Grade  9  -  46,  Grade  8  -  46,  Grade  7 
—  33.  We  presently  accommodate  eighteen  tuition  students  from  the 
following  communities:  Andover,  Croydon,  Goshen-Lempster,  New 
London,  Springfield  and  Unity.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  tui- 
tion students  are  equally  distributed  among  the  classes  and  help  us  to 
fill  some  of  the  mandated  courses,  thereby  making  many  of  our  pro- 
grams more  cost  effective. 

The  full  impact  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Minimum  Standards 
beginning  with  the  Class  of  1989  has  not  as  yet  been  consummated. 
Unfortunately,  we  will  not  have  a  complete  handle  on  the  effects  of  the 
standards  until  the  Class  of  1989  approaches  graduation.  We  do  know 
that  there  is  an  urgent  need  to  increase  staff  to  assist  in  Foreign 
Languages,  Computer  Education  and  Social  Studies,  particularly  in 
Economics. 

Our  five-year  progress  report  was  accepted  by  the  New  England 
Association  of  Scondary  Schools  and  Colleges.  We  will  be  accredited 
through  1990,  at  which  time  we  will  need  to  initiate  another  ten-year 
evaluation  process. 
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We  were  extremely  pleased  to  learn  that  Sunapee  Jr.-Sr.  High 
School  had  the  fourth  lowest  dropout  rate  in  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire for  the  years  1979-1984.  This  certainly  reflects  the  fine  effort  ex- 
tended by  the  community,  parents,  staff  and  students.  The  holding 
power  of  the  special  areas  and  athletics  appears  to  be  significant  as 
well. 

We  wish  to  pay  special  tribute  to  Mrs.  Sorento  and  her  kitchen  staff 
for  continuing  with  Sunapee 's  tradition  of  an  excellent  lunch  program. 
Their  assiduous  efforts  are  appreciated  by  all. 

Again,  it  is  our  desire  to  keep  Sunapee  Jr.-Sr.  High  School  in  a  com- 
prehensive setting  where  academics,  special  areas,  special  needs  and 
co-curricular  activities  are  designed  to  provide  for  the  mental,  social 
and  physical  well-being  of  all  our  children. 

The  overwhelming  support  and  consideration  from  our  students, 
parents,  entire  staff,  school  board  and  the  S.A.U.  #43  office  has  been 
extremely  gratifying.

REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

The  1985-86  school  year  began  with  an  enrollment  of  208  pupils. 
With  the  exception  of  one  3A  combination  class  all  students  were  given 
room  assignments  by  grade,  readiness  through  sixth  grade.  With  an 
increase  of  youngsters  at  the  primary  level  two  first  grade  classes  were 
planned. 

Two  new  language  arts  programs  were  initiated  and  both  were  well 
received.  The  first  was  a  whole  language  program  consisting  of  large 
group  work  in  the  form  of  charts,  stories,  and  skill  lessons.  Literature 
of  all  types  was  included  to  help  develop  early  reading  skills.  In  con- 
junction with  the  whole  language  approach  a  program  known  as  the 
Writing  Process  was  included,  emphasizing  the  importance  of  master- 
ing writing  skills  while  still  learning  how  writing  could  be  made  fun 
and  easy.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  PUPIL  PERSONNEL  SERVICES 

Special  Education  services  are  available  to  every  student  in  the 
Sunapee  School  District.  Each  school  has  a  pupil  placement  team  con- 
sisting of  the  child's  classroom  teacher,  nurse,  guidance  counselor,  spe- 
cial education  teacher,  and  building  administrator.  When  a  child  is  in 
need  of  special  education  services,  the  team  together  with  the  parents 
plan  and  develop  an  individualized  educational  program  designed  to 
meet  the  education  needs  of  the  student. 

The  Sunapee  School  District  has  twenty-six  handicapped  students. 
Approximately  85  %  of  these  students  receive  their  special  education 
services  in  resource  rooms  located  in  our  two  public  schools.  Most  of 
these  students  have  specific  learning  and  language  disabilities.  The  re- 
maining 15%  of  these  students  are  placed  in  School  Administrative 
Unit  #43  Pre-School  or  Primary  Mentally  Retarded  Programs  or  in 
special  education  classes  located  in  Claremont  or  Concord. 

This  year  a  new  Elementary  Mentally  Retarded  program  was 
developed  to  serve  the  children  from  School  Administrative  Unit  #43 
who  are  between  the  ages  of  six  and  eleven.  These  students  were 
previously  placed  in  School  Administrative  Unit  #43  Pre-School  Pro- 
gram located  on  the  campus  of  Colby-Sawyer  College  in  New  London. 
This  new  program  is  located  at  Richard's  School  in  Newport  and  pro- 
vides special  education  services  within  a  small  class  setting. 

I  want  to  thank  our  teachers,  parents,  and  School  Board  Members 
for  their  continued  support  of  our  exceptional  children.  I  encourage 
you  to  visit  our  programs  and  see  first-hand  the  excellent  work  our 
teachers  are  doing  in  educating  our  special  children.
